A rmed with notebook (new), nerves (jangling) 
and teenagers Gerry & Beth (for protection), 
I set out for a visit with William Marshall. 
Instructions from FM editor Forrest J Ackerman 
were specific: “Interview BLACULA for our 
readers. Can he answer the doorbell at 4 in the 
afternoon? Is his swimming pool filled with some 
sinister red liquid? What makes him tick— will 
he tock?” 

He DID answer the bell. And he ticks like a 
timeclock! One senses, beneath the smiling 6'5’' 
exterior of the handsome man who invited us in- 
to his livingroom, the talent & drive which have 
served him in an acting career spanning more 
than 20 years. Beginning as a 19-year-old mem- 
ber of the chorus in CARMEN JONES, other 


Broadway roles soon followed: LOST IN THE 
STARS, PETER PAN & THE GREEN PAS- 
TURES . . . All, significantly, with fantastic ele- 
ments. Later plays included TIME TO GO, TOYS 
IN THE ATTIC (London), THE BEAR (France), 
WHEN WE DEAD AWAKEN (Dublin), the 
starring role in Ray Bradbury’s LEVIATHAN 
’99 and, in many countries, the title role in Shake- 
speare’s OTHELLO, for which he has earned in- 
ternational acclaim. 

If we’re lucky enough to find the reruns we 
may see him in TV guestar appearances on 
HITCHCOCK PRESENTS, MAN FROM U.N.- 
C.L.E., WILD WILD WEST, STAR TREK & 
others. His personal favorite was the role of an 
African defense minister in “The Leopard Killer,” 
an episode of THE NURSES. 
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"Boris Karloff was quite a principled man." (Foto 
from "Premature Burial" segment of Thriller.) 


nveirsheJling his thoughts 

M r. Marshall explained how it all came about: 
“After graduating from high school in Gary, 
Ind., where I was bom and nearly grew up, 
I worked in the steel mills at night and attended 
Gary College in the daytime. I thought that was 
a rather exhausting program! Then I was rescued 
by the government— they invited me to partici- 
pate in the activities of war. I was with the In- 
telligence Reconnaissance Division of the Infan- 
try, in Georgia. After a knee injury I was given a 
medical discharge. 

“I loved to paint & draw so I enrolled in the Art 
Students League. About this time I discovered 
I had a good voice. 

“I studied for about 6 months, then I heard 
there were going to be some chorus replacements 
in a show called CARMEN JONES, which I had 
seen. By then I knew about 2^2 songs. I took them 
with me to this audition. I Was 19, so I had no 
fear of anything! I sang them both and was ac- 
cepted. 

“I thought that was wonderful! I was 19, go- 
ing to school at the Art Students League, had a 
job during the day in the garment industry and 
now I had a night time job that was going to pay 


me $45 a week! I’d never heard of such a thing! 
But on several occasions, while seated in the or- 
chestra pit with the other chorus singers, I be- 
came so interested in the interaction between 
cast & audience that I forgot to sing! 

“I was in 3 or 4 musicals. One day it struck me 
as I watched the players on stage that these peo- 
ple weren’t doing anything I couldn’t do as well, 
if not better. The only real intelligence that I re- 
call manifesting at that time was in knowing that 
I’d have to go and study in order to realize my 
new ambition.” 

To pay for his studies, Wm. Marshall worked 
as busboy, commercial artist and longshoreman. 
Boris Karloff, early in his career, dug ditches & 
drove a truck. It doesn’t seem unusual that these 
two men should have met, worked together and 
ultimately played the same role in 1950. But it 
took some doing. 

blacula meets boris 

“Mr. Karloff was playing the dual roles of Capt. 
Hook & Mr. Darling in Barrie’s timeless fantasy, 
PETER PAN. After auditioning, I was hired to 
play The Black Pirate. But I shocked the direc- 
tor by stating that, after due process of audi- 
tion, etc., I would like to be considered for Mr. 
Karloff’s understudy. The man’s toupee did a 
pirouette! After some stammering and other visi- 
ble signs of discomfort, he said, T sense there is 
an appreciable difference between you & Mr. Kar- 
loff.’ He ventured that I was surely at least 6’5” 
and he knew that Mr. Karloff was only about 
6’2”. I was too tall— or Boris Karloff was too 
short! ‘The cost of an additional costume for you 
as Hook makes it prohibitive,’ he said. ‘I’m sor- 
ry.’ 

“I approached the producer. He told the direc- 
tor, that as far as complexions were concerned— 
if that was his objection— I was closer to Boris 
Karloff’s coloring than anyone else in the show! 
Mr. Karloff had a touch of jaundice and he sat 
under a sun lamp and became red-brown. Very 
handsome, I thought. When Mr. Karloff was 
consulted about my being his understudy, he 
said he thought it was a fine idea.” 

After an audition with 7 other candidates, 
Wm. Marshall was chosen to understudy Boris 
Karloff for the Capt. Hook part of his assign- 
ment. 

“Boris Karloff was in excellent physical con- 
dition— in far better shape, in fact, than any of 
us in our early 20s. He kept himself fit and I’m 
sure he went into regular training periods, as 
any actor should if he’s serious about his craft. In 
PETER PAN he had to fight a strenuous duel 
with Peter. 

“No one ever expected him to miss a perfor- 
mance and I never expected the opportunity 
would arrive to go on for him. Then one Saturday 
just before the matinee he arrived at the theater 
but felt ill and I did play Capt. Hook for 2 per- 
formances. 
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boris the benign 

“Boris Karloff was thoughtful in my behalf. 
When I was invited to play God in the revival of 
THE GREEN PASTURES, many people felt I 
was too young to attempt such a role — I was 24. 
(The previous interpreter was 65.) Mr. Karloff 
was very helpful in recommending suitable make- 
up for that unusual assignment. 

“I found him to be a very principled man. Dur- 
ing the run of PETER PAN, one of the stars in- 
sisted on taking 2 weeks off for a rest. When Mr. 
Karloff heard about it, his face went into a kind 
of freeze; he felt the ultimate disrespect for one’s 
fellow players had been committed. He looked 
the epitome of all the characters he ever played 
that were in any way demonic. His beginnings in 
the theater were very difficult for him. He work- 
ed very hard, he did all kinds of hard labor in or- 
der to stay in the business. And when anybody 
was gifted and then took their work lightly, he 
felt this was blasphemous. 

kairloff the kidder! 

“But he had a lighter side too. I arrived at the 
theater one day and in my mailbox there was a 
note & a package. The note said: ‘Dear Bill: I 
think it’s. necessary, as an intimate of yours, that 
I apprise you of the fact that you’re not as much 
as you think you are. I don’t know how many 
girls have told you that but I think I should real- 
ly let you know.’ The package with it was a can of 
3-in-l oil. The letter was unsigned. 

“Naturally I searched my memory, trying to 
uncover with whom I’d spent time being friendly 
—time which was a bitter waste for both of us. 
I worried about it. The letter was written for me 
to worry! 

“I had the habit of coming down from my dress- 
ingroom and standing in the wings, doing a 15- 
minute eye exercise I’d read about. I did it every 
day before we pirates carried Mr. Karloff onto 
the stage in a sedan chair. You turn your head 
and shoulders from side to side as far as possible 
while still looking straight ahead. Nobody would 
know you were doing an eye exercise unless 
they’d read the book or asked you— they assumed 
you were doing a physical thing, loosening up or 
working on your waistline maybe. 

“One day, about 10 days after the note, Mr. 
Karloff was not far from me as I was doing the 
exercise. He said to me, ‘I thought that the oil 
might have helped by now!’ So that was one of 
his little pranks. Quite a shock but I was greatly 
relieved.” 

mau'shadrs movies 

Wm. Marshall’s film career began in 1951 with 
LYDIA BAILEY and later included DEMETRI- 
US & THE GLADIATORS, THE BOSTON 
STRANGLER, SKULLDUGGERY, pilot films 



when you see a rerun of the tale of the Tropis, 
watch for Wm.

for SABU & THE MAGIC RING, MAN FROM 
U.N.C.L.E. and MEDICAL CENTER and, of 
course, the two BLACULA films. We asked 
which was his favorite. 

“The first one, LYDIA BAILEY. The nature 
of the role was unique and representative of the 
effort on the part of the Haitian people at that 
time to liberate themselves. It was stunningly 
new for Hollywood to have dealt with that sub- 
ject matter. 

“Secondly, I would say, BLACULA. Despite 
having been in the entertainment industry for 
more than 20 years, that is the first film I have 
made wherein I portray the leading figure. How- 
ever, I feel my work as an actor wa.s better in 
the second one, SCREAM, BLACULA, 
SCREAM, because the tasks & demands were 
greater. But in the sequel he has no one to love 
and nobody loves him. 

“I’ve come to like BLACULA and his struggle. 
I preferred the first one because it did have a 
freshness about it that was to some degree pleas- 
antly startling for most viewers. And it was fun 
in many instances. It also included in part the 
Rip Van Winkle concept of the man who had been 
sleeping for over 150 years, to wake up in the 
20th century and find himself a vampire, which 
was quite contrary to his wishes or the reason 
for his mission in the beginning— to do some- 
thing about putting an end to the infamous slave 
trade. The irony was that he himself became en- 
slaved. BLACULA is the only vampire I am 
aware of who is not enjoying his drinks. 
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'The film that frightened me the most— THE INVISIBLE MAN!"— Wm. Marshall. 


blacula bites the dust 

“There was one scene of great value in BLA- 
CULA that I fought very hard to have included 
in the story. It was when Blacula arrives at Lu- 
va’s apartment. He is trying to explain to her 
who he is. I wasn’t satisfied with the original 
scene— it was so unconvincing & mechanical and 
I felt it didn’t enhance the film. So I did some 
writing. I was trying to make it very clear how 
important this woman was to him — that it wasn’t 
her beauty alone or that she was the reincarna- 
tion of his wife in his thinking but that she rep- 
resented Africa to him. The embodiment of all 
that he had lost & could not return to. There was 
some description of the African veldt & of him 
as a hunter and other aspects of Africa and its 
splendor. The sun, that he loved so & couldn’t go 
out in lest he perish. It was very brief and I think 
well done but even though it was filmed it was 
snipped out left on the cutting room floor— per- 
haps because it was just talk & no biting.” 

Acting on a tip from his delightful mother, 
Thelma, we asked Mr. Marshall if it was true 
that after seeing horror films as a child, he’d hide 
under the bedcovers. His laughter rang out again. 


fan of the invisible man 

“Of course! I remember Boris Karloff best 
but THE INVISIBLE MAN with Claude Rains 
frightened me the most. Unfortunately my father 
had a bathrobe that was striped similarly to 
the one he was wearing! So I often hid under 
the kitchen table when I heard a strange noise 
or was home alone. I must have been about 8. 
Isn’t it wonderful how you think you can get 
under a table and nobody can see you? 

“I’d like to do more fantasy roles. Of those 
I’ve seen, THE INVISIBLE MAN was the one 
that really had the greatest impact on me in 
terms of the degree to which I was frightened — 
and stayed frightened for a long time. It was a 
role I thought of immediately when I realized 
that American International was going to be 
looking for more material for me. I understand 
that Sam Arkoff, president of AIP, is searching 
for film material for Vincent Price & myself, 
wherein we would be struggling for possession 
of something important, like the world or the 
moon. 

“I still think THE INVISIBLE MAN was 
more frightening than a vampire or a werewolf 
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or a Frankenstein-monster-like figure, in that 
you can’t see who’s after you, or how. The con- 
tours of the chair are normally a certain way 
and if they change before your eyes you suspect 
someone is sitting there! I remember that all- 
too-terrifying aspect of the film. You could see 
the indentations being made. I’ve come to know 
a little about special effects men and they’re 
fascinating people. They’ve never grown up. Or 
they’ve really grown up more than anybody 
else— I’m not sure which!” 

the real wm. marshall 

In the world of reality, Wm. Marshall speaks 
French, Spanish (“enough to navigate in a Span- 
ish-speaking country”) and is learning Swahili, 
one of the Bantu languages of the African peo- 
ple. Divorced, he has 2 sons, Claude & Malcolm. 
He likes to swim and has taken up horseback 
riding, working with horses & breaking them in 
on the grounds of his attractive 2-story home 
in the foothills of the San Fernando Valley. 

He has taught at the University of California 
(Northridge) and at Whittier College, conduct- 
ing classes in theater & arts from the black per- 
spective; he was recently awarded an honorary 
doctorate by Florida State College. At North- 
ridge he directed a cast of 75 and had the lead 
in a play of his own choosing— THE TRAGEDY 
OF KING CHRISTOPHE. Presently Mr. Mar- 
shall is considering a post at Cal-Poly Tech in 
Pomona, CaUf. 

Asked about future film plans, he replied: 
“I want first to make a film on the rise & reign 
of King Christophe of Haiti. After that there 
are a number of figures of great importance that 
people should know about. There should be a 
film on Frederick Douglass. This gets away 
from horror films but horrible things happened 
in their lives. Then there is Jean Baptiste du 
Sable, who founded Chicago. He acted as a medi- 
ator between the old Americans (the Indians) 
and the new Americans (old Europeans). His 
career was such that Daniel Boone would have 
been very delighted to have such a rich & ex- 
ceptional life. 

“There are many other things I would like to 
do in terms of black history, that so few people 
know anything about. If it were filmed & made 
known, it would certainly put an entirely new 
hght on a people & their accomplishments,” 

the vadue of horror 

Returning to a discussion of the fascination 
of fantasy, Wm. Marshall spoke enthusiastically 
about the growing popularity of horror films: 
“It’s like looking for an antidote to the irrecon- 
cilable realities we’re constantly confronted with 
and see on TV and, of course, in our daily lives. 
At almost any time of the day you can tune in 
to a news program that brings war & suffering 
into your livingroom. You can turn it off but

it’s still there. 

“Shootouts in westerns aren’t as popular as 
they once were but they gave people a kind of 
vicarious involvement & excitement. Everybody 
longs to kill somebody at one time or another— 
the grocer or the president or a parent or who- 
ever one feels has done them an injustice. There’s 
a quiet yearning to do him in! But of course when 
one is sane, after one awakes & takes a tew 
breaths (of this polluted air) one decides that 
wouldn’t work. 

“So if it can get done for you on film, wonder- 
ful. Horror films are fantasy— pure fantasy and 
you know it! You know you’re going to be fright- 
ened but you also know you’re going to be saved 
because some knight with a shining cross or 
rusty old stake will arrive in time, do his duty 
and justice will prevail. There is no guarantee 
of enjoying the excitement of being frightened, 
watching news programs. Maybe in the westerns 
but definitely in the horror films. You’re going 
to have a number of thriUing, chilUng vicarious 
experiences, you hope, and at the end of it it’s 


going to be aU over with. Horror films remove 
you— they hft you out of the mundane things 
you can’t seem to do anything about, you do get 
involved and it gets solved. Very satisfying, 
at least for the time being.”

Fantasy or not, when the sun begins to descend 
toward the western hills it’s time to depart from 
a vampire’s house, no matter how witty & pleas- 
ant he might be. But first a little peek at the 
blue waters of his unique 3-part swimming pool. 

“Some people wondered if the water would be 
red,” I explained, stammering only slightly. 

BLACULA Marshall roared with laughter. 
“Ah, but they don’t know I have a taste for 
BLUE hloo^V' 

Let that be a warning, “blueblood” aristocrats 
of the world. Be kind, be just. Then, if another 
sequel is made, you need not fear... THE RE- 
VENGE OF BLACULA!

jules Verne’s hero 

R OBUR the Conqueror & Capt. Nemo were 
2 of the enduring heroes of scientifiction 
created in the classic imagination of Jules 
Verne over a hundred years ago — one a master 
of the air (Robur), the other a ruler of the sub- 
oceanic depths, Nemo.

the last sleep 


A rthur “Planet” Jacobs, the foresighted pro- 
ducer who purchased in manuscript form the 
.novel in French which was to become a popu- 
lar American hardcover & paperback book and 
the basis for no less than 5 highly successful 
movies, died unexpectedly in his sleep on 27 June 
1973 at the early age of 51. He had been born in 
Los Angeles in 1922, moving during his school 
years to San Francisco where, to earn pocket 
money, he delivered the city’s newspaper, the 
Chronicle. It is conceivable that he delivered 
copies of the 1931 Sunday edition which carried 
a feature “Boy Is Interested in Odd Fiction,” the 
boy referred to & shown in a foto at age 14 or 15 
being Your Editor.

Remembering Jacobs, a friend said: “He was 
first & foremost a fanatical film fan. The great 
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Holding off the mutants at the barricades in BATTLE FOR THE PLANET OF THE APES, Arthur P. Jacobs' final 


payoff for him was always the thrill of discov- 
ering stories with a strong potential for trans- 
mutation to celluloid, the challenge of working 
with creative people to whip the material into 
cinematic shape, casting it imaginatively & pack- 
aging the product handsomely.” 

It was he who brought the fantasy of the man 
who loved to talk to animals, DOCTOR DOLIT- 
TLE, to the screen, and was rewarded by his 
peers who picked it for 9 Academy Award nom- 
inations. It won 2 Oscars. 

His greatest commercial successes were 5 films 
the experts warned could never succeed at the 
boxoffice. “No audience,” they predicted, “could 
refrain from laughter at the antics of a society 
of intelligent, personable, talking apes”— but his 
“planet” pictures proved the Doubting Thomases 
wrong 5 times over to the tune of a figure nearing 
a $100 million dollar total. 

a simian odyssey 

There were 2 simultaneous sci-fi film sensa- 
tions in 1968: 2001 -A SPACE ODYSSEY and 


THE PLANET OF THE APES. The latter was a 
great personal triumph for its producer and 
proved to be the second most profitable non- 
roadshow release in the history of 20th-Fox films 
to that date. 

In San Francisco, scene of some years of his 
youth, history was made when one theater ran 
all 5 of the “Ape” films nonstop and stopped traf- 
fic! The Chronicle that he had once delivered as a 
newsboy delivered him headlines for the record- 
shattering showing of his Ape Saga. 

He filmed a TV pilot for Topper Returns last 
year and at the time of his untimely demise was 
working on a TV series involving more adven- 
tures on The Planet of the Apes and a full-length 
scientifilm feature VOYAGE OF THE OCEAN- 
AUTS. 

He married Natalie Trundy in 1968, the year 
of his first “Ape” success, and she has appeared 
in several of the sequels. 

As Cooper & Schoedsack were to KONG, Ja- 
cobs was to the APES series, and his contribution 
to the realm of fantastic films will long be ap- 
preciated.

prince sirki cedis 

3 0 years ago she met “Prince Sirki” (Fredric 
March) and for 30 years the Grim Reaper 
was good to her and Death Took A Holi- 
day. But at last, last July, the slim petite actress 
famous for wearing her long blond hair conceal- 
ing half her pixie-like face, came face to face once 
again with the fatal “Prince” opposite whom 
she had once played. 

It w’as in 1942 that the late Ms. Lake appear- 
ed with Fredric March, who in 1934 had made 
famous the role of Death Incarnate — Prince 
Sirki-in DEATH TAKES A HOLIDAY. Her 
role was that of the anti-male mischief-maker 
in I MARRIED A WITCH, adapted from the 
book started by Thorne Smith of “Topper” & 
“Turnabout” fame and completed by author 
Norman Matson upon Mr. Smith's death. 

Veronica surfaced again in 1970 as Dr. Elaine 
Frederick in the color horror film FLESH 
FEAST, wherein it was neither fresh blood nor 
wasp serum that was used for rejuvenation but 
flesh-eating maggots! 

Let us more kindly remember her as the lis- 
some lass of I MARRIED A WITCH. 
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Fredric March casts curious look at his bewitching wife in film which mode VERONICA LAKE famous with 

fantosy fans: I MARRIED A WITCH.

r.i.p. george macready 

G eorge macready was the sandy-haired, 
scar-cheeked super-suave villain who always 
seemed to have a kind of contained vibrancy 
about him, who radiated an aura of icy menace, 
who with the taut rein on his emotions and stiff- 
necked, thin-lipped delivery suggested that he 
was a seething volcano of repressed fury about 
to explode . . . 

And when I met him 10 years ago, during the 
making of THE HUMAN DUPLICATORS (a 
1964 release), what did I meet: a kindly middle- 
aged apple-cheeked man, almost drowsing in 
the sun, who roused himself to listen to me tell 
him how many years & in how many pictures I 
had enjoyed his screen villainy & stylish men- 
ace. 

30 years ago he was in ALI BABA & THE 
40 THIEVES; the next year, in I LOVE A MYS- 
TERY and THE SOUL OF A MONSTER: 
and the following year (1945) in the gorilla & 
the robot serial entitled THE MONSTER & 
THE APE. 

In 1949 he appeared in the famous ALIAS 
NICK BEAL (with Ray Milland) and in 1959 
the infamous ALLIGATOR PEOPLE. Well, 
you can’t win ’em all, and I had the impression 
Mr. Macready would have been the first to agree 
to that with kindly good humor. 

Other appearances in fantastic films thru the 
years included the supernatural comedy DOWN 


TO EARTH (1947), jungle adventure with Lex 
Barker in TARZAN'S PERIL (1950) and, in 1964, 
THE HUMAN DUPLICATORS, in which he 
was described as “dripping venom in a villainous 
delineation.” What— that kindly man, sitting 
outside the studio set between takes, chatting 
with me casually? He took out a pen and wrote: 
Dear Readers and Horror Fans I hope you en- 
joy “The Human Duplicators^^’ and have as much 
fun as I had making it. It’s all horrible and hid- 
eous. 

In 1969 we saw him in NIGHT GALLERY 
and he was great (as was only to be expected) 
in TV’s DAUGHTER OF THE MIND. 

In '70 his distinctive voice was unmistakable 
as he narrated the new vampire sensation, 
COUNT YORGA, which introduced horror star 
Robert Quarry. 

Finally; for his son the producer, for $5 over 
the minimum rate for a member of the Screen 
Actors Guild; George Macready, at 62, made 
his final screen appearance in a highly individu- 
alistic, amusing & memorable cameo role in THE 
RETURN OF COUNT YORGA. 

Around mid-year ’73, shortly before he would 
have been 64, George Macready died. 

Lionel Atwill . . . George Zucco . . . Sidney 
Greenstreet ... Basil Rathbone— our supply of 
good villains is rapidly dwindling. George Mac- 
ready will be sorely missed. END

YEATIS old when he first walked onto 
the stage in the London in which he 
was born in 1910, Jack Hawkins made 
his New York theatrical debut in 1929 in Jour- 
ney's End, the famous anti-war play in which 
Colin (FRANKENSTEIN) Clive came to promi- 
nence. 

10 years later he was seen as the Ghost in a 
European production of Shakespeare's Hamlet. 

His movie career began after service in World 
War 2 and continued for 25 years, thru THE 
BLACK ROSE, ANGELS ONE FIVE, CRASH 
OF SILENCE, LAND OF THE PHARAOHS, 
LEAGUE OF GENTLEMEN, ZULU, THOSE 
DARING YOUNG MEN IN THEIR JAUNTY 


JALOPIES and up to THEATER OF BLOOD, 
in which he portrayed a murderer who smother- 
ed his wife to death, appearing with a distin- 
guished cast including Vincent Price, Diana 
Rigg & Robert Morley. 

After his cancerous vocal chords were removed 
in 1966, he made 9 more pictures, his distinctive 
husky voice being imitated & dubbed. 

Following an unsuccessful operation to give 
him a voice-box, he died in the London where 
he was born, July 18 at the age of 62. 

An actor who will be sorely missed. An im- 
pressive personality who, following his horror 
debut in THEATER OF BLOOD, might have 
done much more in the genre had he lived.

F RIDAYthe 13th, July 1973, the fateful day 
we learned a living legend had died. One 
of the last of the greats from the silver 
screen’s Golden Age of horror. 

An actor who appeared with Karloff, Lugosi, 
Atwill, Hull, Carradine, Strange, Zucco, 
Rains, Ouspenskaya, Tor Johnson, Naish, 
Price, Tamiroff, Armstrong, Rathbone, Hard- 
wicke, Kruger— yes, and Cooper, Peck, Mitch- 
um, Sinatra, Dietrich & other big names too. 

It has been said of Edgar Rice Burroughs 
that “every schoolboy knows that Pellucidar 
is the land that lies at the center of the Earth”. 
So, too, every reader of FM must know the sad 
fact that it was several years ago — 2 February 
1969— that we received another great blow 


when we learned that Karloff was gone. 

Now, though he died one day earlier, it is 
probable that Friday the 13th of July will 
always be remembered as the day the death 
of the 67-year-old son of Lon Chaney Sr. was 
revealed to the public. 

Not revealed at the time was the basic cause 
of his death. I had known for a year or more, 
from one of his closest friends, that “the co- 
balt treatments were killing him,” but since 
this fact was never publicly mentioned I did 
not think it my place to break the bad news 
and so I pretended ignorance even when ask- 
ed by the Associated Press or interviewed on 
TV. In fact, I leave it to Lon’s widow herself, 
in the letter meant for you all and printed in 
this issue, to make the public announcement. 




bom dead 

It is a miracle that Lon Chaney Jr. lived to 
be 67 because he almost didn’t survive the first 
few seconds after birth. He told the tale at least 
once on TV but Lorna Alexander of Copley 
News Service preserved it compactly for pos- 
terity when she reported Lon’s own “deep, 
husky” words: 

“My father, acting as midwife, delivered me 
on that very cold morning of February 10th, 
1906— my true birthdate. And, holding what 
appeared to be a totally lifeless form, rushed 
me outside our Oklahoma City shack to a small 
pond out back where, breaking the ice with his 
foot, he dunked me in the freezing water. This 
shock treatment started me breathing.— Six 
weeks later I made my debut in show biz.” 

monster world in mourning 

Letters from the great, the near great & the 
just plain grateful began pouring in within 24 
hours after Lon had died. A sampling: 

“As I write these lines. I’m shocked and sad- 
dened to realize that Hollywood has lost six 
familiar and fondly-remembered figures within 
just ten short days. Last but not least in the 
lamentable list is Lon Chaney Jr. There is sure- 
ly no need to tell any lover of fantasy films who 
he was or what he did. My own personal feeling 
of loss revolves around the fact that he was 
never given the opportunity to do more; that 
all too often he was forced to play unrewarding 
roles in inferior productions. The talent he dis- 
played in his ‘non-horror’ appearances— OF 
MICE AND MEN, HIGH NOON, etc.-could 
have and should have been accorded far better 
showcases than he usually found for it. The 
tragedy of his professional life was that he liv- 
ed so much of it in B pictures— the triumph, 
that he was able, by virtue of his ability, to 
rise above them.”— Robert Bloch. 

Fan Christopher Brady, Arlington Hgts./IL: 
“It is just past midnight. The subject of my 
letter on this ‘Black Friday’ is a grim one. The 
death of Lon Chaney Jr. — the Wolf Man. Sev- 
eral weeks prior to the death of Mr. Chaney, I 
was contemplating writing a letter ... I was 
saying to myself, ‘Who knows when death could 
take him from us?’ The answer to this question 
came sadly this Friday the 13th. I first heard 
the news over a car radio during a thunder & 
lightning storm which seemed to set the stage 
for Lon Chaney’s last act. He was one of a kind. 
The last of his breed.” 

Wm. Armstrong, fan: “I felt I had to write 
and thank you personally for giving me the op- 
portunity to write him a fan letter before he 
passed on.” 

Alex Gordon, producer of SHE CREATURE: 
“I met Lon Chaney Jr. backstage at the Red 
Skelton Show when he appeared with Bela 


Lugosi and Peter Lorre and we chatted for 
awhile. He was a very nice man who took his 
work seriously and always tried to do the best 
possible job no matter how high or low 
budget the picture was. He always spoke very 
higWy of his fellow actors like Boris Karloff 
and Bela Lugosi and genuinely seemed to like 
them.” 

Echoing Gordon, Rod (TWILIGHT ZONE) 
Serling expressed himself: “He treated his pro- 
fession with respect— too often a rare thing.” 

A fan, Tom DeWitt: “When I saw an article 
on the death of the great Lon Chaney in my 
local paper my mouth literally dropped open 
and it felt like 10 million butterflies flew in. 
In one of your issues you told all of FM’s fans 
that Lon Chaney was ill. And you told us all to 
drop him a letter to cheer him up. I did just 
that, I told him what a great man I thought 
he was.” 

A letter to Lon by Don V. Booty, a fan, of 
Macomb/IL, that was typical of the hundreds 
forwarded to him during his dying days: 

“Dear Mr. Chaney: 

“I saw a brief notice in Robert Herguth’s 
column in The Chicago Daily News that you 
were ill, and I wanted to send a note, express- 
ing my sincere wish that you have a quick re- 
covery. I’ve never written a fan letter, but some- 
how, the many years that I’ve enjoyed your 
films, the warm memories I have of those years 
in childhood that I spent enthralled by your 
presence on the screen, prompted me to express 
my sympathies. Your portrayal of Larry Tal- 
bot in THE WOLF MAN is without doubt one 
of the finest characterizations— horrific or oth- 
erwise— ever captured on film. All other “men- 
beasts” since have had to measure up to your 
high standard; most have failed. Oliver Reed, 
the British actor, perhaps came closest in Ham- 
mer Films CURSE OF THE WEREWOLF. But 
for depth and subtlety of characterization, for 
its evocation of that frightening potential with- 
in us all to find ourselves prowling the mist- 
shrouded woodlands at the promptings of some 
dark mystery beyond our ken, your performance 
was most consummately realized. My parents 
could tell you— with perhaps more amusement 
now than then, when I was 8 years old— of the 
bloodcurdling howls that were wont to ululate 
from behind the doors of my room, when I would 
practice my own metamorphosis. I wish you a 
quick return to health, and God-speed, as I’m 
sure your legion of fans has done.” 

Frankie Larkin, Southern California fan: 
“Lest there by any doubt that THE WOLF 
MAN will howl every Friday the 13th, the day 
the world learned of the death of Lon Chaney 
Jr., THE INDESTRUCTIBLE MAN will be- 
come even more immortal as the pages of FA- 
MOUS MONSTERS are filled with sadness, 
grief and fond memories from his loving fans. 
THE MAN MADE MONSTER has met his 
true Creator, to be re-united with his famous 
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father, THE MAN OF A THOUSAND FACES. 
Can there by any better eulogy than Larry Tal- 
bot had received from Maleva upon his death, 
after suffering the tortures of the damned? I 
think not . . . for ‘As the rain enters the soil, 
the river enters the sea. So tears run to a pre- 
destined end. Your suffering is over, Mr. Chan- 
ey. Now you will find peace for eternity.’” 

Manuel Weltman & wife; he, the original co- 
founder of the Count Dracula Society; express- 
ed some of the foregoing thoughts in this verse: 
Put away the wolfsbane; 

Gaze upon the moon; 

The wolfman’s search has ended. 

As has his howling tune. 

Suffering of the pentagram 
And moonlight's torture cease 
Now that Larry Talbot's soul 
Has found eternal peace. 

And finally: 

“Lon Chaney, father and son, Junior and 
Senior, how many wonderful memories of ex- 
citement and entertainment those names, that 
name, evoke. I never knew the father but from 
what I’ve read of him and being a great fan of 
his when I was a boy, I remember his gentleness. 
The same was true of the son. Working with 
him was a totally professional experience and 
added to it this feeUng of gentleness now with 
his passing adds another wonderful memory to 
a long career.”— Vincent Price.
